"Castro Calm in wake of Killer 


Quake,” read the most recent 
headline of the Bay area Reporter, 
San Francisco’s leading gay 
Newspaper. 


Reports from the Pacific Center 
For Human Growth, a Gay and Lesbian 
support and Community Center says 
that most of California’s Gay 
organizations, and businesses 
escaped severe damage during the 
deadly earthquake that shook 
northern California October 17. The 
Castro district, made famous by the 
late Harvey Milk in the 1970’s 
survived largely undamaged, while 
the Marina district, home to

thousands of gays, lesbians and 
bisexuals suffered severe damage. 


The Pacific Centre for Human 
Growth, in Berkeley California, a 
short distance from San Francisco, 
received no structural damage 
during the quake and had only minor 
contents damage. The centre has a 
paid staff of seven, anda 
volunteer force of approximately 
150 men and women at any one time. 
Spokespersons for the centre said 
that although the phones were down 
for a short while after the quake, 
they were soon able to contact most 
of their volunteers making sure 
they were all ok. The centre which

operates a counseling, support and 
information network for the Bay 
area, did not close, and resumed 
its normal operations within a very 
short period of time. Some of the 
volunteers said that their commute 
to the centre from San Francisco 
which would normally take 20 
minutes during mid-day traffic, was 
down from a several hour trip just 
after the quake, to 90 minutes one 
week after the quake. 


A fund to help the homeless 
victims of the quake has been set 
up in Calgary by Gaylines, our 
city’s counseling and information 
service for gay and bisexual men. 
Donations to the fund are tax 
deductible as Gaylines Calgary has 
Charitable organization Status. 


I, FOR ONE, PLAN TO 
LOCATE NEAR A FREEWAY. 


Since the Red Cross cannot 
guarantee that any funds donated to 
them will go to any specific group, 
the Gaylines fund was set up to 
specifically help the Gay and 
Lesbian communities of San 
Francisco. 


Stephen Lock, coordinator of 
Gaylines said: 

"] think it is important that we, 
as gay men and lesbian women, reach 
out, specifically, to our people in 
times of need and crisis. San 
Francisco is important to us, and 
our brothers and sisters there are 
important to us. How can we turn 
away?”

Perhaps the bleakness of 
November can be somewhat alleviated 
by the many good exhibitions one 
can visit during the month. I am 
always delighted when commercial 
enterprises sponsor exhibitions; in 
November one can visit Divino on 
First Street to see Mark Diceys’ 
recent works (there’s an opening on 
Sunday 29 October at 2 pm), the 
Nova Gallery will show Virtu 4, the 
annual furniture design competition 
in which there are usually a few 
Calgary designers included,and the 
Gulf Canada Gallery opens a series 
of exhibitions at noon on Wednesday 
1 November.

Dignity Wins 


Dignity Canada, a Roman Catholic 
gay group will receive $5 060.00 
from a monastery in Alymer 
Quebec. The monastery had 
reneged on a deal to let dignity 
use the monastery for a planned 
spiritual retreat in 1990. 

The Quebec Human rights 
Commission arranged the 
settlement with the Main Street 
Monastery, based on Quebec’s Gay 
rights legislation which 
prohibits discrimination based 
on Sexual Orientation.
